Orphan-houſe. He anſwered, It would hinder the 


Peoples Benefactions to the Briſtol Clergy. I replied, 
It would by no Means hinder their Contributions, -and 
that the Clergy ought firſt to ſubſcribe themſelves for 
Example's Sake. —After much Converſation on this 
Subject, I, with all Meekneſs, told him, I was reſol- 
ved to go on preaching, and that if Collections were 
not made here for the poor Georgians, I would lay it 
entirely upon him ; adding withal, I would not be 
one that ſhould hinder fuch a Deſign for the Univerſe. 
After I left the Chancellor, I went and preached at 
 Newpate; and at three in the Afternoon, went to a 
ey 1 without Lawford's Gate ; but the Room 
and Yard being full, I ſtood upon the Steps going up 
to the Houſe, and preached to them from thence. 
Many that were paſling along the Road on Horſeback, 
ſtood ſtill to hear me; and, "y hope, many were bet-

This Evening I declined going to any Society, that 
I might have a little Time to write.

« in a Houſe, from a Wall, a Table, or any Thing 
ce elſe. He has eſtabliſhed near thirty Societies in 
« South-J/ales, and ſtill his Sphere of Action is enlarg- 
« ed daily. He is full of Faith, and the Holy Ghoſt”? 
When I firſt ſaw him, my Heart was knit cloſely 
to him. I wanted to catch ſome of his Fire, and gave 
him the right Hand of Fellowſhip with my whole 
Heart. After I had faluted him, and given a warm 
Exhortation to a great Number of People, who fol- 
lowed me to the Inn, we ſpent the Remainder of the 
Evening in taking ſweet Council together, and telling 
one another what God had done for our Souls, My 
Heart was ſtill drawn out towards him more and 
more. A divine and ſtrong Sympathy ſeemed to be 
between us, and I was reſolved to promote his Intereſt 
with all my Might. Accordingly we took an Account 
of the ſeveral Societies, and agreed on ſuch Meaſures 
as ſeemed moſt conduſive to promote the common In- 
tereſt of our Lord. "Bleſſed be God, there ſeems to be a 
noble Spirit gone out into Wales; and 1 believe, e er long, 
there will be more vifible Fruits of it. What inclines me 
fFrongly to think ſo is, that the Partition-wall of Bigotry 
and Party Zeal is broken down, and Minifers and Teach- 
ers of different Communions, joyn with one Heart and one 
Mind to carry on the Kingdom of Feſus Chrif.—The 
Lord make all the Chriftian World thus minded. For till 
this 15 done, I fear, we muſt deſpair of any great Refor- 
mation in the Church of God. After much comfortable 
and encouraging Diſcourſe with each other, we kneeled 
down and prayed, and great Enlargement of Heart 
God was pleaſed to give me in that Duty. 
This done, we eat a little Supper, and then, after 
linging a Hymn, we went n praiſing and bleſſing 


God. 
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God, for bringing us Face to Face. I doubt not but 
Satan envied our Happineſs. But, I hope, by the 
Help of God we ſhall make his Kingdom ſhake. God 
loves to do great Things by weak Instruments, that the 
Power may be of God, and not of Man. 


T burſday, March 9. Was much refre hed by laſt 
Night's Reſt, and ſpent the Beginning of the Morning 
in Prayer and private Diſcourſe with the Members of 
the Religious Society.—About ten, according to Ap- 
pointment, I went to the Town-hall, and preached 
tor about an Hour and a Half to a large Aſſembly of 
People.

when any Thing affecting is ſpoken; and I am ſure, 
that thouſands come not out of Curioſity, but a ſin- 
cere Deſire of being fed with the Milk of the Word. 
—Afterwards, I again collected for the Orphan-houſe, 
and it was near an Hour and a Half before the People 
could go out. Many were very faint becauſe of the 
Throne, which was ſo exceeding great, that they trode 
one upon another. 

At eight I haſted to Weavers Hail, in Temple. Breet, 
which was procured me ; becauſe the Society Rooms 
were too little. I was almoit faint before I could get 
in through the Crowd ; but God enabled me to ſpeak 
with uncommon F reedom, and was with us of a 
Truth.—T believe there might be a thouſand 3 
Mell may the Devil and his Servants rage horribly. 
Their Kingdom is in Danger. 

After I had done, I went to a Chriſtian Houſe, 
where many waited for me; and, at my Return home, 


my 
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my Maſter paid me my Wages: For my Soul was 
filled with an Intenſeneſs of Love, and I knew what 


Joy in the Holy Ghoſt. This is my continual Food. 


Tweſday, March 27. At four this Afternoon, being 
invited ſeveral Times, I preached in a Yard belonging 
to the Glaſs Houſes, where many dwell; who (as I 
was informed) neither feared God, nor regarded Man. 
The Congregation conſiſted of many thouſands, and 
God enabled me to lay before them his Threatnings 
and Promiſes ; ſo that none might either deſpair or 


preſume. Oh that I may be taught of God rightly to di- 
vide the Word of Truth ! ;

T Hur ſday, March 29. Bleſſed be God, I hope a good 
Work 1s begun to Day.—Having had ſeveral Notices 
that the Colliers of Kingſwood were willing to ſubſcribe, 


I went to Dinner with them near a Place called Two 
Mile Hill, and collected above twenty Pounds in Mo- 


ney, and got above forty Pounds in Subſcriptions to- 
ward building them a Charity-School.—It was ſurpri- 
ſing to ſee with what Cheerfulneſs they parted with 
their Money on this Occaſion.— Was I to continue 
here, I would endeavour to ſettle Schools all over the 
Wood, as alſo in other Places, as Mr. Griffith Jones 
has done in Wales. But I have but juſt Time to ſet it 


it on Foot.—-1 hope God will bleſs the Miniſtry of my ho- 


noured Friend Mr. John Weſley, and enable him to bring 
it to good Effett.—lt is a a Pity ſo many little ones as 
there are in Kingſwood, ſhould periſh for Lack of Know- 
ledge. —Stir up thy Power, O Lord, and come amongſt

After Dinner I preached a farewel Sermon, and re- 
commended the Charity-School to their Conſideration ; 
and they all ſeemed willing to aſſiſt either by their

Afoon as I came to Town, I took my Leave of a

At my return home, I was much refreſhed with 
the Sight of my honoured Friend Mr. John Weſley, 
whom God's Providence has ſent to Briſtol.— Lord now 
letteſt thou thy Servant depart in Peace. 


Saturday, April 1. Preached at the Bowling-Green, Han- 
nam, and Roje-Green; at all which Places, the Congrega- 
tions were much enlarged, eſpecially at the latter. There 
were Twenty four Coaches, and an excceding great 


Number of other People, both on Foot and Horſeback. 


The Wind was not ſo well ſet to carry the Voice as u- 


ſual; but however, I was ſtrengthened to cry aloud, 
and take my laſt Farewel.— As Tas returning home, 
it comforted me exceedingly, to hear almoſt every one 
blefling me, and wiſhing me a good Voyage in the 
Name of the Lord.—And indeed my Heart is ſo knit 
to Briſtol People, that I could not with ſo mach Sub- 
miſſion leave them, did I not know dear Mr. Maſiey 
was left behind to teach them the Way of God 
more perfectly.

Heart was ſo melted down, that I prayed for them 
with ſtrong Cryings, and many Tears.—The Scene was 
very affecting, and, I think, muſt have made an Impreſ- 
fron upon the moſt bardned Heart. 

About one, I was obliged to force myſelf away. — 
Crowds. were waiting at "the Door to give me a laſt 

arewel, and near twenty Friends accompanied me on 
Horſeback. Bleſſed be God for the marvellous great 
Kindneſs be hath ſhewn me in this City. Many Sinners, 
I believe, have been effectually converted. It is unknown 
what Numbers have come to. me under Convictions, 
and all the Children of God have becn exceedingly 
comforted. Various Preſents were ſent me as Tokens 
of their Love.—Several thouſands of little Books have 
been diſperſed among the People; about two hundred 
Pounds collected for the Orphan-houſe, and many poor 
Families relieved by the Bounty of my Friend Mr. 
Seward —And what gives me the greater Comfort, is 
the Conſideration, that my dear and honoured Friend 
Mr. Weſley is left behind to confirm thoſe that are a- 
wakened ; ſo that when I return from Georgia, I hope 
to {ee many bold Soldiers of Jes Chriſt.

75 burſtlay, April 8. Spent ſome Time very comfort- 
ably with my dear Friends at Pontypool, in ſinging, 
praying, and religious Conferences; and then, in Com- 
pany with about thirty on Horſeback, I came to Aber- 
gavenny, ten Miles from Pontypool, by eleven in the 
Morning. — All the Way as we journeyed, God 
ſtrengthened me mightily in the inner Man, and I 
could think of nothing ſo much as Foſbua going from 
City to City, and ſubduing the devoted Nations. — 
Here I expected much Oppoſition, having been in- 
formed, that many intended to diſturb me. 

But God im preſſed a divine Awe upon all; ſo that 
though cre arr many Oppoſers preſent when 1 


preached, 
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preached, yet not any dared to utter a Word. God 
cauſed me to ſpeak with extraordinary Authority, and 
I did not ſpare the polite Scoffers in the leaſt. Oh that 
they may come to the Knowledge of the Truth, and be ſa- 
ved ! The Place I preached from, was the Backſide of 

a Garden, belonging to one Mr. -g, who invited 
me to Avergavenny, and erected a Place very commo- 
dious for my ſtanding upon ; ſo that the People, (in 
Number ahout two thouſand) could all hear very well. 
Afterwards we retired, and ſung a Hymn; and ſome 
Ladies having the Curioſity to come and hear us, I 
took that Opportunity of diſſuading them againſt Balls 
and Aſſemblies, and all other polite Entertainments. - 
I hope God intended them good: For afterwards, I 
heard they were the chief Miſtreſſes of the Aſſembly 
in Abergavemy.

After Dinner, I went, according to Appointment; ; 
with about forty on Horſeback, to Comiboy, five Miles 
from Aergavenny, and found the Miniſter of the 
Church to be a hearty Friend, and two or three others 
like minded with him. This rejoyced me excecding- 
ly; and to ſee how loving the poor People were to me, 
much increaſed my Joy. — The Church not being quite 
large enough to hold half the Congregation, I preach- 
ed from the Croſs in the Churchyard.—The Word 
came with Power. Did not God call me elſewhere, 
I could ſpend. ſome Months in Wales very profitably : 
The longer I am in it, the more I like it. Fo me 
they ſeem a People ſweetly diſpoſed to receive the Goſ- 
pel.—They are ſimple and artleſs.

Friday, April 6. Set out about eight in the Morn- 
ing from Abergavenny, with near a dozen Friends on 
Horſeback ; and ſoon after, near fifty or ſixty inore 
joined us; moſt of whom, I hope, had been effectu- 


ally called by the Grace of God. About Noon we 


reached Carleon, fifteen Miles from Abergavenny, a 
Town famous for having thirty Britiſb Kings buried in 


it, and producing three noble Chriſtian Martyrs. I 


choſe particularly to go hither, becauſe when my Bro- 
ther Hotel Harris was there laſt, ſome of the baſer

After Dinner, we parted with ſome of our F n 
who were obliged to return home, becauſe they came 
from far. And it gave me great Pleaſure to ſee how 


_ affectionately the poor People came, with Tears in their 


Eyes, bleſſing God for my Miniſtry, ſhaking me by 
the Hand, and praying for my ſpeedy Return a amongſt 
them.—8 urely Godlineſs has the Promiſe of the Life that 
now ig, as well as that which is to come. The Numbers of 
my Enemies are inconſiderable; but my Friends cannot 
be numbred. And what gives me more Satisfaction, 

is, that they are Friends of God's making, not of the 


World's, who follow not only for Intereſt, but ſuch as

CH E APSTOW. 
Kaen April 7. Found myſelf but weak in Body 


when I roſe in the Morning, and it being a very rainy 
Day, I reſolved to ſtay at Cheapftoro ( which we reached 


by eleven of the Clock.) Great 4 — that came 
from the Countries round about, were ready to hear; 


but the Miniſter being unwilling to lend the Pulpit on 
a Week Day, I only exhorted the People in the Din- 
ing- room — ] lodged.

Wedneſday, April 11. Was treated this Day as I ex- 
pected, and as I told my Friends I ſhould be uſed, 
when I firſt entred the City.—The Miniſter of St. 
Michaels was pleaſed to lend me his Church Yeſterday 
and to Day; but ſome wealthy Demetrius's being of- 
fended at the Greatneſs of the "Congregations, and al- 
ledging that it kept People from their Buſineſs, he was 


influenced by ſome. of hm to deny the Uſe of his 


Pulpit any more on a Week Day. Alas! what an 
Emnity there is in the natural Man againſt the Succeſs of 
the Goſpel! How fond are they of Pharaoh's Objection, 


27 are idle, ye are idle; therefore ye ſay, Let us $09 


„ worſhip the Lord.” ; : 
About four I ſet out for Painſwick, a Fown four Miles 


diſtant from Glouceſter, where the Pulpit being denied, 


I preached to a very large Congregation from the Stairs 
ing to the School-houſe, in one of the Streets. 


Many were ſolicitous for me to come and preach at 


other neighbouring Places alſo.—At my Return to Glou- 
ceſter, my Heart was much refreſhed by the Reception 
of near thirty Letters from Briſtol; all, 1 hope, from 
Perſons whoſe Hearts God hath been pleaſed to touch, 

and powerfully convince of Self-righteouſnels. Lord, | 
not unto me, but unto thy Name be all the Glory. 


Thur ſday, Arril 12. Spent the Morning in anſwer- 
ing ſome of my dear Correſpondents, and preached in 
the Evening to near three thouſand Hearers in a Field 
belonging to my Brother. Cry out who will againſt 
this my Forwardneſs, I cannot ſee my dear Country- 
men and Fellow Chriſtians every where ready to periſh 
through Ignorance and Unbelief, and not endeavour 


to convince them of both. 


Thoſe who forbid me to ſpeak to theſe poor baptiz- 
ed Heathens that they may be ſaved, upon them I call 
to give a Reaſon for their ſo doing : ; a Reaſon which 
may fatisty not Man only, but God. And accord- | 
ingly, I here cite them to anſwer it to our common 
Maſter. What their real Reaſon is, whether Envy, or

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« Maſter, in ſo doing thou reproacheſt us ;” or ought 
elſe, ſhall, one Day, be manifeſted to Men and An- 
gels. 

[ am, and profeſs myſelf a Member of the Church 
of England, I have received no Prohibition from any 
of the Biſhops ; and having had no Fault found by 
them with my Life or Doctrine, have the ſame general 
Licence to preach, which the Rectors are willing to 
think ſufficient for their Curates; nor can any of them 
produce one Inſtance of their having refuſed the Aſ- 
ſiſtance of a Stranger Clergyman, becauſe he had not a 
written Licence. — And have their Lordſhips, the Bi- 
ſhops, inſiſted that no Perſon ſhall ever preach occaſio- 
nally without ſuch ſpecial Licence? Is not our produc- 
ing our Letters of Orders always judged ſufficient ? Have 
not ſome of us been allowed to preach in Georgia, and 
other Places, by no other than our general Commiſ- 
ſion? Take thou "Authority to, &c. nay, and therefore 
ordained that we might preach in Georgia? His Lord- 
ſhip of London allowed of my preaching; there, even 
when I had only received Deacon's Orders; and I have 
never been charged by his Lordſhip with teaching, ar 


living otherwiſe than as a true Miniſter, and true Son 


of the Church of England. I keep cloſe to her Arti- 
cles and Homilies; which, if my Oppoſers did, we 
ſhould not have ſo many Diſſenters from her. But! it 
is moſt notorious, that for the moralizing Iniquity of 
the Prieſts the Land mourns. We have preached and 


lized many ſincere Perſons out of our Communion.—1 


have now converſed with ſeveral of the belt of all Deno- 
minations z many of them ſolemnly proteſt that they 


went from the Church, becauſe they could not find 
Food for their Souls; they ſtayed among us til] they 


were ſtarved out. 


I know this Declaration will expoſe me to the IIlwill, 
not of all my Brethren, but of all my indolent, earth- 
ly-minded, Pleaſure-taking Brethren. But was I not 
to ſpeak, the very Stones would cry out againſt them.

Whatever becomes of the Pa- 
ftors who feed themſelves, and not the Flock, I have born 
my Teſtimony, I have delivered my own Soul. | 

After Sermon, I viſited two crowded Societies; 
many received the Word with Gladneſs; and to day I 
felt ſuch an intenſe Love, that I could have Aa 
withed myſelf accurſed for my Brethren according to 
the Fleſh. Ob that they experimentally knew the Things 
that belong to their Peace before * are everlaſtiagly bid 
From their Eyes! 


Friday, April 19. Was much delighted with ſome 
more Letters I received from ſome young Soldiers of 
Feſus Chriſt—Redeemed what Time I could to an- 
{wer ſome of them; preached at Noon to a much 
larger Congregation than yeſterday in the Field ; took 
a little Refreſhment, and went, upon Invitation, to 
J Chafford, eight Miles from Glouceſter, where I preached 
with great Power to above 5000 Souls, all which be- 
haved with great Decency, and like new-born Babes, 
ſeemed deſirous to be fed with the ſincere Milk of the 
Word. I rejoyces me much to ſind that my C ountrymen 
alſo receive the Goſpel, Ob that it may take deep root in 
their Hearts! | 
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Saturday, April 14. Lay at Stroud, about three Miles 
from Chafford; preached in the Fields belonging to 
the Inn, at Nine in the Morning, to about 600 Peo- 
ple; went to Stone-bouſe to pay my dear Flock a Viſit 
there; and being intreated moſt earneſtly, as I paſſed 
throagh the Town yeſterday, at three I preached again 
at Painfwick, to double the Number I preached to \ be- 
fore. And God was with us of a Truth. Aſſoon as I 
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had done, I haſted to Glouceſter, according to Ap- | 
pointment, and preached in the Boothall to, 1 believe, b 
near 3000 People. Extraordinary Power God was 
pleaſed to give me. I was uncommonly enlarged in 
Prayer; and though I had preached twice, and rode 
may Miles, yet K think I never Ipoke with greater 
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Demonſtration of the Spirit. God will work, and who 
Hall binder? 

After this, I received another Packet of Letters 
from Briſtol People, and was comforted by the com- 
ing of ſome more Friends, with whom I took ſweet 

_ Counſel, and praiſed God luſtily, and with a good 
Courage. How are his Mercies ſhowered down upon me] 
What Enlargements of Heart have J experienced this 
Night! Oh that J had a thouſand Tonpues wherewith to 
prai | my God ! About three Days ago I was much humbled, 
NOW am 4 exalted, Yet a little while and I ſhall be bum- : 


bled again. Thus God acts according as he ou bet for 
our SOULS. 


Sunday, April 15. Preached by eight i in us Morn- 
ing to a larger Congregation than ever in my Brother's 
Field; went to the Cathedral Service at Ten; and af- 
ter Dinner went to Stone houſe, being invited thither by 
the Miniſter, as well as People. It rained all the Way 
going thither; but notwithſtanding that, I believe 
3000, Souls were ready to hear me, and behaved with 
great Dzcency and Devotion whilſt I was ſpeaking to 
them. The Church not being large enough to con- 
tain a third part of the Auditory, I preached from a 
very commodious Place on the Outſide ; and though 
it rained the whole Time, yet I did not obſerve one 
Perſon leave the Place before I had done. —Afterwards 
many of the Children of God came to me, rejoycing 
that Free Grace in Chrif had been preached unto them, 
telling me, 1t was Food to their Souls, and what th 
had experienced for ſome Years.—The other People 
| alſo behaved moſt affectionately, and would have con- 
ſtrained me to abide with them all Night; but being 
engaged to return back to GlouceFer, I haſted thither 
through the Rain, and expounded in the Boothall to 
about 5000 People. They behaved excellently well, 
and hung upon me to hear the Word. — All was buſhs 
and folemn.—And my delivering the Word from a 
Place * before where the Judges {it rendered it very 


awful 
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awful. —OÞ that I could plead the Cauſe of my Lord and 
King, even Feſus C prift, with greater Power! 


Monday, April 16. Preached with an extraordinary 
Preſence of God amongſt us at my Brother's Field a- 
bout ten in the Morning. Received a moſt comforta- 
bie Packet of Letters, giving me an Account of the 
Succeſs of the Goſpel; eſe the Priſon, took a little 
Refreſhment, preached to near a thouſand at Oxnell, 
ſeven Miles from Glouceſter, being invited thither by 


by the Reverend Mr. Pauncefoot, a worthy Miniſter of | 
Jeſus Chrijt , then returned, and preached my Fare- 


wel Diſcourſe to more People than ever in the Boothall, 
and afterwards found my Strength renewed, and my 
Soul filled with divine Love and Joy in the Holy 


Ghoſt. Oh what a Myſtery is the hidden Life of a 


Chriſtian ] 

Had many merciful Deliverances in going to, and 
returning from Newent, Praiſe the Lord, O my Soul, 
and all that is within me praiſe his holy Name. 

Received Letters from Abergavenny, acquainting me 
how many had been convinced ſince I was there.— 
Heard of one that had received the Holy Ghoſt im- 
mediately upon my preaching Chriſt. Received a Let- 


ter from one under ſtrong Convictions; and, indeed, 


there is ſcarce a Day paſſes over my Head, but God 
ſhews me that he works effectually upon the Hearts of 


many by my Miniſtry. 4 Proof this, J am ſure, 


that the Word preached i is not my own, but God's, May 
he "ys own it in this Manner. Even ſo Lord Feſus. 


Tieſtay April l 17. Spent this Morning in viſiting a 


private Society, and converſing with many religious

— After the Solemnity was over, I gave 
a Word of Exhortation from the Font; and it being 
the Place where I myſelf not long ſince had been bap- 
tized, it gave me an Opportunity of reflecting on my 
own frequent Breaches of my baptiſmal Vew, and 
proving the Neceſſity of the New Birth from the 
Office of our Church. God, ] believe, gave it his Bleſſmg. 


Alter this, we returned, and gave private Thanks; 


and having dined, prayed with, and taken Leave of 
my weeping Friends, and diſperſed a great many of 
my Sermons amongſt the Poor, I took Horſe. But 
Oh what Love did the People expreſs for me] How many 
came to me weeping, and telling me what God had done 
for their Souls by my Miniſtry ! Oh how did they pray for 
my return amongſt them! Lord, I dared not expect ſuch 
Succeſs among my own Countrymen, When I came to 


the City, I found the Devil had painted me in moſt 


horrible Colours: For it was currently reported, that 
I was really mad; that I had ſaid, I was the Holy 
Ghof, and that I had walked bareheaded through 
Briſtol Streets ſinging Pſalms.—But God was pleaſed 
to ſhew them that the Devil was a Liar, and that the 


Words that I ſpoke were not thoſe of a Madman, but 


the Words of Soberneſs and Truth. It often pleaſes 
me to think how God makes Way for me into the 
Hearts of his People; nay, even of his Enemies, 
wherever I go.—My firſt aſking Leave for the Pulpit, 
and preaching in the Fields, notwithſtanding they are 
denied, puts me in mind of the Children of [ae 
firſt intreating Leave of Oz, Sihon, &c, To go quietly 
through their Land; but fighting their Way through, when 
Leave was denied. Like them, by the Strength of my 
Divine Leader, J ſzall, at laſt, be more than Conqueror 
over all the Canaanites, and carnal Teachers among the 
Iſrael of God, [ 
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CHELTENHAM, 7 Miles from Gleceſter. 


Being earneſtly invited by ſeveral of the Inhabitants, 

J came hither, attended with about a dozen Friends, 
by five of the Clock; and the Uſe of the Pulpit being 
refuſed me, I preached on the Bowling-green belonging 
to the Plongb- Inn. When I came in, the Town, I 
eived, was alarmed, by the People ſtanding at 
their Doors. At the firſt, I found myſelf quite ſhut 
up. My Heart and Head were dead as a Stone; 
but when I came to the Inn, my Soul began to 


be enlarged. I felt a Freedom in my Spirit, and was 


enabled to preach with extraordinary Power to near 
two thouſand People. Many were convicted, One 
was. drowned in Tears, becauſe ſhe had ſaid I was cra- 
Zy;, and ſome were ſo filled with the Holy Ghoſt, that 
they were almoſt unable to ſupport themſelves under 
it. This, I Rnow, is Fooliſhneſs to the natural and Let- 


ter- learned Men; but I write this for the Comfort of 


God's Children. They know what Iheſe Things mean. 
Wedneſday, April 8. Preached this Morning with 


Power to a much larger Congregation than we had laſt 


Night. Several Servants of God ſaid, they never faw 


the like before —Whilſt I was preaching, I faw the 
People melted into Tears, and, by their Looks, ſhewed 
that the Divine Preſence was amongſt them. We 
ſhall ſee greater Things than theſe : For almoſt every 


Day Perſons of all Denominations come unto me, tel- 


ling how they interceed in my Behalf. And it ſhall 
now be my particular Buſineſs, wherever I go, to

8 at Cheltenham, for the Sake of a little 
Retirement, and ſome private Buſineſs, till after Din- 
ner, and got ſafe to Eveſham (where Mr. S:ward's Re- 
lations live) about ſeven at Night. I found there had 
been much Talk about my coming, God wiſely ordering 


it to engage and excite the Peoples Attention.—Several 


Perſons came to ſee me, amongſt whom was Mr. Ben- 


jamin Seward, whom God has been pleaſed to call by his 


tree Grace very lately.—Both his Circumſtances before, 
and in Converſion, much reſemble thoſe of St. Paul. 
For he was bred up at the Feet of Gamaliel, being at 
Cambridge for ſome Years, As touching the Law, ſo 
far as outward Morality went, he was blameleſs; con- 
cerning Zeal, oppoſing the Church. My Proceedings 
he could. not like, and he had once a Mind, he ſaid,

Thurſday, April 19. Went to Badſey, about two 


Miles from Eveſham, where Mr. Seward's eldeſt Bro- 


ther lives. We were moſt kindly received, and, I- 
hope, a true Chriſtian Church will be in their Houſe. 


— About four in the Evening, the Churches, both at 


Eveſbam, Bengeworth, and Badſey, being denied, I 
preached from the Croſs, in the Middle of Eveſham- 


ftreet, to a great Congregation, and went to Badſey, 


and preached.in Mr. Seward's Brother's Yard to a great 


Number of People, many of which came from Eve- 
ſham to hear me again. — Cd grant it may ſtrike home to 


their Hearts. 


Friday, April 20. Preached about nine in the Morn- 
ing at the Croſs, went to publick Worſhip, and re- 
ceived the Sacrament.—Preached at Badſey at five in 
the Evening, and returned and expounded in the 

Town- 
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Town-Hall ; which, though very large, was quite 


thronged.— The Recorder himſelf procured the Keys 


for us, and great Numbers of People were truly af. 
tected. The ſtanding in the Judge's Place, and ſpeak- 
ing from thence, gave me awful Thoughts of God; 


and the Conſideration that I was ſpeaking in the Name

Saturday, Aprit 21. Preached in the Morning at

had got great Advantage over three of our Chriſtian

* ſhall follow.” Upon this, he turned his Back, and 
went away.—I defired the Brethren to joyn in Pray- 
er for him. —Took my Leave, being juſt going to ſet 
out as the Vice-Chancellor came in. I ſoon found by 
the Comforts God gave me, how glorious it was to 
ſuffer any Thing for the Sake of Jeſas Chriſt. How 
ever, I muſt not forget mentioning, that I exhorted 
all the Brethren not to forſake the aſſembling them- 
ſelves together, though no Paſtor ſhould be permitted 
to come amongſt them; For ſo long as they continued 
ſtedfaſt in the Communion of the eſtabliſhed Church, 
I told them no Power on Earth could juſtify hin- 
dring them from contiquing in Fellowſhip, as the pri- 
mitive Chriſtians did, ty order to build up each other 
in the Knowledge and ear of God. -O what Ad.

putting off bis Gown ! However, though be is permitted

Friends about ten in the Morning; was received moſt 


tenderly by my dear Brethren. Received a Letter from

holy V/omen, and afterwards ſpent about two Hours 
in cloſe Conference at Fetter- lane Society. Thanks be 
to God, ve talked with great Sweetneſs and Chriſtian 


Love, and unanimouſly declared againſt the Principles 


of our three Brethren, who lately made ſuch Confu- 


ſion in Oxford, There muſt be Herefies amongſt you, that

 Thurſaay, April 26. Aſſiſted in adminiſtring the 
bleſſed Sacrament at {/imgi/on; where the Vicar, in 
Conformity to the Rubrick, takes Care to obſerve the 
Octaves of Eaſter.— After this, I expounded to a large 


Room full of People, and with ſuch Power and De- 
monſtration of the Spirit, as I never ſaw before. Sure- 


ly the Hearers Hearts were quite melted down by 
the preaching of the free Grace of God in Chriſt Feſus 
to poor Sinners. Floods of loving Tears flowed from 
their Eyes.—In the Evening I expounded to a Society 
at St. Mary Hill, and then retired to Bed, wiſhing that 
all felt the Comforts God was then pleaſed to commu- 


ricate to my Soul. Indeed 1 can ſay, that the Lord is 


gracious. 


Friday, April 27. Went this ** to Mington to 
proach, according to the Appointment of my dear 
Brother in Chriſt, the Reverend Mr. Stonehouſe ; —but

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in the midſt of the Prayers, the Church-Warden came, 
demanding me to produce my Licence, or otherwiſe he 
forbad my preaching in that Pulpit. I believe 1 might 
have inſiſted upon my Right to preach, being in 
Prieſt's Orders, and having the Preſentation of the 
Living at Savannah, which is in the Biſhop of London's 
Dioceſe, a ſtronger Licence than that implicite one, 
by which hundreds of the inferior Clergy are by his 


_ Lordſhip permitted to preach : However, for Peace 


Sake, I declined preaching in the Church; but after 
the Communion Service was over, I preached i in the 
Churchyard ; being aſſured my Maſter now called me 
out here, as well as in Briſtol.— The ſecond Leſſon was 
Ads the xxiv. which contained the plauſible Speech 
Tertullus made againſt Paul, a Ringleader of the Sect 
of the Nazarenes, which God applied clolely to my 
Heart. And he was pleaſed ſo to aſſiſt me in preach- 
ing, and ſo wonderfully to affect the Hearers, that I 
believe we could have went ſinging of Hymns to Pri- 
ſon. Let not the Adverſaries ſay, I have thruſt myſelf 
out of their Synagogues : No; they have thruſt me out, 


And ſinte the Self-righteous Men of this Generation count 


themſelves unworthy, I go out into the Highways and 
Hedges, and compel Harlots, Publicans, and Sinners to 
come in, that my Maſter*s Houſe may be filled. They who 
are ſincere, will follow after me 10 hear the Word of God. 

Expounded at Night to a very large Society in Wap- 
ping with great Power, and perceived that the London 
People were much improved ſince I left them; indeed 
their Hearts ſeem to be quite broken, and I believe 
they would pluck out their Eyes if it were poſſible to 


ſerve me. Lord, ſanfify my coming io them, and grant 


that they may receive @ ſecond Benefit. 


Saturday, April 28. Preached this Morning again in 
Ifington Churchyard, and, bleſſed be God, "the Con- 
gregation was near as large again as Yeſterday, and 
the Word was attended with extraordinary Power. 
The ſccond Leſſon was very applicable, t being AIs 2 45

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T can fay with St. Paul, Neither againſt the Temple, nor 
azainſt Cæſar have I done any Thing, and yet I am put 

_ out of their Synagogues, and reviled as an evil Doer; \but

About fix I expounded to a thronged Society of Wo- 
men at Fetter-lane, and at eight on F. Mary Hill. The 
Portion of Scripture that Providence directed me to, 
was the nineteenth of Geneſis, which was very applicable 
to what happened : For ſome wicked Men, Men of Be- 
Hal, came, and preſſed, and broke down the Door; but 
God was pleaſed to give me ſuch Power at the laſt, 
that they were forced into an awful Silence, and, 1 
believe, they really felt the Weight of God's Word. 
The Fierceneſs of Men ſball turn ta 1 thy Praiſe, and the 
Fierceneſs of them ſpalt thou reſtrain. 


Sunday, Asril 29. Preached in the Mornin gat Moor- 
Felds to an exceeding great Multitude. At ten, went 
to Chriſt-Cburch, and heard Doctor 75 app preach moſt 
virulently againſt me and my Friends, upon theſe 
Words, Be not righteous ouermuch, why ſhouldeſt thou de- 
ſtroy thyſelf? God gave me great Serenity of Mind; 
but alas! the Preacher was not fo calm asT wiſhed him. 
His Sermon was founded upon wrong Suppoſitions, 
(the neceſſary Conſequence of his hearing with other 
Mens Ears) not to ſay there were many direct Untruths 
in it—And he argued fo ſtrenuouſly againſt all inward 
Feelings, that he plainly proved, that with all his 
Learning, he knew nothing yet as he ought to know. 

I pray God rebuke his Spirit, and grant that that 8 ermon 
may never riſe up in Judgment againſt him. | 
Being weakened by my Morning's preaching, in the 

Afternoon I refreſhed myſelf by a little Sleep, and at 
five went and preached at Kennington Common, about 
two Miles from Londan, where no leſs than thirty thou- 
{and People were ſuppoſed to be preſent ; the Wind 
being for me, it carried the Voice to the extremeſt Part 
of the Audieace.

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All ſtood attentive, and joined in the Pſalm and 
Lord's Prayer moſt regularly, and I ſcarce ever 
preached more quietly in any Church. The Word 
came with Power.— The People were much affected,

Monday, April 30. Declined preaching to Day, that 
I might have Leiſure to write to ſome of my Correſ-

reſent they have but a melancholy Aſpect ; but our 
ene is God's Opportunity. Lord, thou calledſt 
me; lo! I come to do thy Will.— Heard alto that Mr. 
K had got over his Scruples, and of the wonder- 
ful Succeſs of my honoured Friend Mr. John Weſtey's 
Miniſtry in Briſtol, and of much Oppoſition at Oxon. 
Certainly God is about to bring mighty Things to paſs. 


Tueſday, May 1. Preached after publick Service in 
Wiington Churchyard to a greater Congregation than ever.

Preached Yeſterday and to Day, 
as uſual, at Kennington Common, to about twenty thou- 
ſand Hearers, who were very much affected, —The 
Remainder of my Time I ſpent in preparing Things 
for Georgia.] am not uſually fo much engaged in Se- 


culars; but I as readily do this-as preach, when it is 


the Will of God. It is a great Miſtake that ſome run 
into, to ſuppoſe Religion conſiſts only in ſaying our 
Prayers; but J think a Man is no further holy, than 
he is relatively holy. And he only will adorn the 
Goſpel of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt in all Things, who is 
careful to perform all the civil Offices of Life, whe- 
ther Servant, Maſter, or Miſtreſs, with a ſingle Eye 
to God's Glory, and from a Principle of a lively Faith 
in Feſus Chriſt our Saviour. —This is the Morality which 
1 preach, and which ſhall ſtand as long as the Rock on 
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which it is founded; while all Morality ſet up in Oppoſi- - 
lion to this, ſnail ſink, with its Profeſſors, into Hell. 


Sunday, May 6. Pen this Morning in Moor- 
fie ds to about twenty thouſand People, who were ve- 
ry quiet and attentive, and much affected. Went to 
publics Worſhip Morning and Evening; and at {ix 
preached at Kennington.— But ſuch a Sight never Were 
my Eyes bleſſed with before.—T believe there were no

It is hard for Men to kitk againſt the Pricks.—The more 
they oppoſe, the mere ſhall Jeſus Chriſt be exalted. Our 
Adverſaries ſeem to be come to an Extremity, while 
for want of Arguments to convince, they are obliged 
to call out to the civil Magiſtrate to compel me to be 
ſilent ; but I believe it will be difficult to prove our 
Aſſemblies in the Fields to be either diſorderly or il- 
legal.

fully and liberally towards the Orphan-houſe.—I was 


one of the Collectors, —and it would have delighted 
any one to have ſcen with what Fagerneſs and Cheer-

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on which I ſtood, and afterwards to the Coach Doors to 
throw in their Mites surely God muſt have touched 
their Hearts :—For when we came home, we found we 
had collected above Forty ſeven Pounds, amongſt 
which were ſixteen Pounds in Halfpence; for which 
we endeavoured to give hearty Thanks.

Sunday, May 13. Preached this Morning to a pro- 

digious Number of People in Moorfields, and collected 
for the Orphans Fifty two Pounds Nineteen Shillings 
and Sixpence, above twenty Pounds of which was in 
Halfpence.—Indeed they almoſt wearied me in. receive 
ing their Mites; —and they were more than one Man 
could carry home.—Thus will God make bis Power to 
be known. — Went to publick Worſhip: twice, and

According to his Requeſt I paid him a Viſit, nd 
found him in perfect Health both in Body and Mind. 
A Day or two after, I and Mr. Sezward went and 
talked with his Siſter, who gave me the three followin 
Symptoms of his being mad.

Before I went out to 
preach, I was very ſick and weak; but ſuch Power was 
given me from above, that I continued preaching for 
an Hour and an Half, and was ſo aſſiſted, that the 
People were diſſolved into Tears, and wept moſt bit- 
terly. It rained ſome conſiderable Time, but almoſt 
all were unmoved ; and J was ſo enlarged, by talking 
of the Love and Free Grace of Jeſus Chrift, that I 
could have continued my Diſcourſe till ht. This 
Promiſe, They that wait on the Lord ſhall renew, their 
Strength is fulfilled in me daily.
